THE COURT: Before Counsel starts their closing 
arguments, I should say to, member of the Jury, that 
the Counts of the indictment that will be submitted to 
you for a determination will be simply 1, 2, and 6. 

Counts 3, 4, and 5 will not b submitted to you, 
because without reaching any of the unlikely 


question of fact, it was determined that evidence, if 


eccepted as correct, would not sufficiently connect the 


episode with this District. And therefore, the case can 
not be heard in this District, because under the 
Constitution, a care must be prosecuted in the District 
wherein the offerse was in whole, or in part committed. 
So, we don't reach the Counts on the merits as to ihe 
Counts 3, 4, and 5 in this trial. 
MR. KELLY: The Defendant Christopher Williams rests. 
THE COURT: Thank you, Mr. Kelly. 
Mr. Barlow, you may proceed. 
MR. BARLOW: May it please the Court. Mr. Kelly, 
Mr. Williams, Madame Forelady, ladies and gentlemen of 
the Jury. 
We are now getting down to the very last 


part of this trial, and as Judge Dooling told you initi 
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it is nov time for the closing arguement. The summation 
of the evidence by myself and Mr. Kelly on hehalf of 
Mr. Williams, that is the order in which it is going to 
be done. 

I will give you my opening statement now, and Mr, 
Kelly will have a chance to respond to my argument, and 
then I will have a chance to rebutt any arguement, or 
any argument that te brings up in his summation. 

As Judge Dooling told you, we are now down to thr 
Counts on which you have to decide as to the quilt or 


innocence of Mr. Williams. And lucky for you, I think that 


breaks down the evidence a little snore easily than it 


has been before. 

Now, we are going to be talking about the two 
substantive drugs transactions. 

The one around Christmas of 1973. And the ane a 
little later in January, 1974. And the very last Count 
in the indictment, the conspiracy charge. 

And although we are not concerned up to now, with 
the substantive charge in Counts 3, 4, and 5, you can 
consider the evidence concerning these transactions 
in connection with your determination of the conspiracy 


Counts. 


So I will be talking about all of the evidence that 


has come into the case. 
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First of all, let's get an overview of the evidence. 

Do you remember when I talked to you in my opening 
statement I told you that primarily the evidence in this 
case was goin -o come from the witnesses under oath 
on the stand. 

We have some Stipulations at the very end. I think 
you can see very plainly those were the sort of facts 
that are pretty well undisputed. The Christmas </ate, the 
date of Easter, and the date this case was initia. ly 
indicted. And the New York Telephone Company policy of 
keeping Long Distance Toll calls. 

Now, physical evidence we have only one exhibit. 
Remember the check that I read to you that Harry Haralambus 
paid to Eastern Airline for one trip back from Washington 
And the check was dated January 15, 1974. 

You heard talk of other documents that they have 
not come into evidence. 

Why is that? 

Do you remember hearing about several times 
money being wired up through Western Union from Washingt 


to New York. Mr. Williams wired money up in December tha 


was picked up by Carmen Bonita with her passport. 


You will remember Peter Mikedes said in the second 
transaction he went from the Defendant's friend John's 


apartment to some Western Union in Brooklyn and some mon 
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was wired u. again. 

And you will remember in the summer of ‘74, after 
Mr. Mikedes had got a phone call from Mr. Durso saying 
X still want 5, he wired up $500.00 using Mr. Haralambu 
mother's name, in care of Kathey Ross. 

It would be nice if we had the Western Union recei 8, 
but we don't. 

And I ask you to consider this, if you were involve 
in illegal cocaine distribution schemes and you wire up 
money to pay for cocaine, or you got the money from 
Western Union to pay for the cocaine, would you keep 


those receipt, or would you throw them away? 


If you were Harry Haralambus and you came home to 


your apartment and found a not:e from your cousin Peter 
telling you he is going to Kew Motor in to pick up the 
cocaine from Mr. Durso, would you make pretty sure that 
you threw it away, burn it up, tear it up, so there 
wouldn't be any evidence around. 

And, fine, it would be nice if we had toll records 
from the New York Telephone Company showing the calls 
that bave been made from Harry's apartment, Betty Gage's 
apartment down to Mr. Williams‘ aprtment. But, by the 
time Mr. Haralambus decided that he had better go to the 
Authorities or to the Drug Inforcement Authority and 


tell Mr. Noon what had been going on, #i* months had 
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already transpired since the calls and the case wasn't 
indicted until March, 1975, the next year. So we don't 
heve those toll records here either. 

Now, what do we know about the people that you 
heard about in connection with this case? 

What do you know about Mr. Williams? 

The answer is he is a man that dress fairly weli as 


you can see there from looking at him for three days. 


We know he ran a nightclub in the suburb of Washington 


called the Coral Reaf. 

We know that he has various rock groups coming in. 

We don't know how successful he was in that business. 
But we do know something about the other business he wa 
in. 

We know from the testimony that he was dealing in 
cocaine. 

And we know from all of the testimony that he 
always came up short with the money. In fact, you 
will remember what is the end result? The evidence in 
this case is that Mr. Durso wound up being owed $5,000.00 
less $500.00 that Peter Mikedes had sent up by Western 
Union. 

Who finally got most of the cocaine in this case. 

Who are the people we are concerned with in this case? 


And who is the person who ultimatley owed that 


A-250 


money to Mr. Durso? 

You know about Harry Haralambus. We know that, 
Plus Peter Mikedes, Paul Rudinsky, and William Morton 
all have used cocain», and are all very familiar with 
the appearance of cocaine. 

They all knew how to conduct tests to determine the 
quality of the cocaine. 

And we learned about their involvements in this 
case. 

Going back to Mr. Haralambus. We know that he did 
have some psychiatric problems when he was in the war. 
He was taking LSD, cocaine, marijuana, and he had some 
hallucinations while he was in The Marine Corp. 

But, were these hallucinations primarily because of 
the drugs that he was taking, or could it have been 
from the experience he had had in Vietnam. 

Remember him telling you abouc the altercation with 
Sargeant Kessler and why chat arose when nine of the men 
in the same compound had been shot to death because 


Sargeant Kessler stayed down in the rice patties himself 


and sent the other fourteen men to be mowed down by 


machine guns. 
Could his psychiatric problems have stemmed from 
experiences such as this, and not the drugs and any 


other events. 
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What bearings does Mr. Haralambus' hallucinations 
or psychiatric problems in 1967, and 1968 have to do with 
his memory and his remembrances of the things in 1973, and 
1974? 

I didn't hear evidence of him having psychiatric 
problems or going to a psychiatrist or a psychologist or 
to group therapy or anything like that in the intervening 
five years, 196, 1970, 1971, 1972, and the end of 
1973. 

You know that Mr. Haralambus had gone and told 
Mr. Noon the agent in the Drug Enforcement Administration 
somthing about Mr. Durso and Mr. Pabella, and the man 
named Nappy. And approximately at the same time he gave 
this little bit of information he was the only one that 
took cocaine down to Washington, 

You can condone him, but again, what relevancy, 
or how material is it to his credibility, and does it 


bear on his credibility? 


Thenffamally in July 1974 he went to Mr. Noon 


again, went to the agent and told him about everything 
that had transpired. 

We know that he had already been indicted in other 
cases. But we also know that in Janury of 1974, January 
28, 1974, at that time he knew that he was going to be 


dismissed, and whet did he know; because it is the state 
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of mind that we really worry about. We worry whether 
the facts of this indictment would heve or might have 
forced him to give the information we 10. 

His attorney told him that when the other four 


Defendants pleaded guilty in that case Judge Neaher was 


in charge and had told his attorney, and possibly the 


attorney for the Government -~- By the way, it bears 
repeating as it already has been told to you, your 
remembrance of the testimony and the evidence in the 
controls, not mine. Remember that what I say is not 
evidence. I am only giving you the Government's side of 
the evidence, trying to fit it into what seems to be the 
most logical array of facts. And Mr. Kelly will give 

you his side of the evidence, too. Of course, you 
remember your collective memory, twelve heads put 
together is what controls, and not ours. 

Getting back to Mr. Haralambus' other indictments, 
we know that he was told that the Government would 
dismiss him and another gentleman named Tuosto if the 
other fout Defendants would plead guilty. That if they 
Gidn't plead guilty the Governmen. would go to trial on 
all six of them. 

Those four men pleaded guilty that day. And he was 
told that he would be dismissed because the evidence 


wasn't there against him and wasn't sure enough. So on 
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May 30, 197° he was dismissed. 

Now, knowing he was going to »e dismissed and havin 
been dismissed, what hold was there on him to finally 
come to Agent Noon in July, 1974, and we know that Mr. 
Haralambus was told that we w + going to get indicted. 
He hoped that he wouldn't be indicted for that part. 


We know that substantially the same thing happened with 


We don't know that much about Mr. Morton and we 
know little or anything about Mr. Durso and Mr. Pabella. 
But ‘though built a high curiosity as to what 
has happened, or what will happen with Mr. Durso and Mr. 

Pabella. I will tell you now that Judge Dooling will 
tell you later that that is not to enter into your 
consideration today. You are here today for one purpose 
to decide the guilt or innocence of Mr. Williams, and th 


is it. 


Mr. Mikedes, and he hoped that he would not be indic 7 2 
r 


Judge Dooling will tell you that in reaching your 
verdict you are not to rest your verdict on any aa Wi 
So if you have a curiosity as to what is happening 

or what will happen, or what might happen to somebody 
else, please, keep it just as to your curiosity, and 
don't let that enter into your determination of the fact 


that is not founded from the evidence in this case. 
that you have to decide today. | 
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Now, what has the evidence in this case showed? 

We know that Mr. Morton had met Mr. Williams 
several months prior to Christmas of 1373, when Mr. 
Williams ret ined some cocaine to a gentleman that Mr. 
Morton new, 

Sv l we know just prior to Christmas, '73, Mr. 
Morton jot a hold of Mr. Williams and told him that 


this friend of his who owned a gas station had some 


cocaine and if he could get rid of it, he would like 


him to do so. Mr. Williams agreed and took the cocaine 
and, he was going to pay back Mr. Morton's friend $3,000)00. 

We also know at least, Mr. Morton never got any 
money on behalf of his friend, In fact, he had to pay 
$1,000.00 out of his own pocket to his friend at the 
gas station. 

So, that is how the state in which the Defendant 
Mr. Williams comes into t!e evidence that we are concerned 
about in this trial. 

And the transactions we are concerned about in this 
trial, do you remember Mr. Haralambus said shortly 
before Christmas co '73 he got a call from Mr. Pabella 
asking if he could move some cocaine. 

His cousin called from Washington to tell him that 
he was going to be coming up for the holidays. And ovt | 


of the blue Mr. Karalambus said, "I have got access to 


LO A A LE SSN =r she seeret-e serene 
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cocaine. Do you think you can do something with it 
down in Washington?“ 

Remember Mr. Mikedes said several times he had broutht 
cocaine from the Defendant Mr. Williams. In any event, 
he called Mr. Williams and said, "Do you think you can 
sell some cocaine?" 

Several days later, this is probably after Christmas, 
Mr. Williams called and said for Peter to meet him at 


his apartment.

Mr. Mikedes met him at his apartment and Carmen 
Bonita was there, and, of course she had been an employ 
of Mr. Mikedes. They drove to Mr. Morton's house the next 
morning to get him out of bed. And introductions re 
made and they agreed that P+ter Mikedes, Carmen Bonita, 
and William Morton will go to New York. 

You will remember Mr. Morton said the Defendant had 
already given him some money to take <o New York to buy 
the cocaine, $2400.00. 

The three of them drive to New Yerk. They tested 
samples. And what was the first thing they do after th 
tested the samples? Peter called .W. Mr. Williams, 
CW. 


Hearing that the stuff is pretty good he says he 


will wire extra money up that they nee’ to buy it, to | 


Carmen. Remember, that they had already arranged this 
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down in Washingt .2n. The next day Carmen and Harry, and I 


forget who else, went to the Western Union. She gets the 
money and she gives the money to Harry. And they picked 
up William Morton on the way back. And then after they 
got back to Harry's apartment he leaves to get the cocaine 
from Mr, Durso and he brings back a quarter pound. Aad 
they tested it again to make sure it was of the same 
quality grain as the first sample. And afterwards Peter 
calls C.W. and he says, okay, Mr. Williams agrees to take_ 
it. And they agreed to have Carmen take it down vintage 
on her body to Washington. 

And here we have an inconsistency. You will 
remember Harry and Peter were pretty sure that they had 
dropped Carmen off at the Eastern Airline Shuttle. And 
Peter later dropped Mr. Morton at the train station. 

Mr. Morton, if you will remember, said that he and 
Carmen both took the train down to Washington. That is 
an inconsistency. But, how important are inconsistencies 
like this? 

Let me give you an analogy. 

Those of you who are married you can probably 
remember what you wore the day you were married. But 
those of you who after you got married and saved the 


money, scrapped and saved and finally got up 
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enough to move to a house in Weschester County, or mov 
to Connecticut and bought a house, do you remember what 
you wore the day you signed the contract, or the day 
you signed the deed to your house? I bet you can't. 
Let’s analyze a little bit why you can't. Sure, 
you know what you wore the day you got married. Sure, 
if you wore a tuxedo or if you wore a long white gown. 
That is something that intimatle y connected with marria 


ceremonies.

But when you signed the contract, when you signed 
the mortgage that said you have to pay $500.00 a month 
for the next 30 years, I think you were worried on how 
you were going to get , or pay the meztgage every month. 
You really weren't worried about what you wore the day 
you bought the houze. 

It is pretty important. It is material for someb 
two years later to remember exactly how he traveled fr 


one point to another. 


Isn't the important factor the one that everybody 


agreed on that it had been arranged by the Defendant, 
Mr. Morton, Carmen Bonita, and Peter Mikedes down in 
Washington that money was going to be wired to her. 
And isn‘t it an important fact that it was agreed 
in Harry Haralambus' apartment that Carmen Bonita, who was 


pregnant at the time would conceal the cocaine on her b 
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and take it down to Washington. 

I submit to you that the inconsistencies that you 
may find in the testimony are inconsistent as to minor 
facts, de. ails or events that are not that important; and 
in the on going stream of things, it is just not that 
intimatley involved with the actual transactions that 


went on. 


And when you consider that the persons who have 


testified here have testifed to event, many events 


- 


occurring over a space of 5 or 6 or 7 months, I ask you, 
would you remember completely and accurately and in detai 
every event in such a course of events? Or would it be | 000c 
natural that your memory might be confused as to little 
unimportant things. 

Other facts to consider, inconsistencies, too. 

You might remember Mr. Kelly cross-examining the 
witnesses, at least in this case Paul Rudinsky, and you 
remember he asked him what dees cocaine do to you. And 
you will remember that Mr. Rudinsky said it stimulates 
your senses. Mr. Kelly asked him, "Did you talk this 
over with Mr. Mikedes before you testified today?" And 
he said, "No." Why did he ask that question? 

If you will remember Mr. Mikedes several hours 
before was asked the same question and that he had give 
almost the exact same answer, that it stimulates your 
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Mr. Kelly was very alert to find out if they had 
gone over their testimony together, the details of the 
testimony to say that they had talked over the testimony 
with each other to make sure everything fitted. 

I submit to you that these inconsistencies about 
detail, or about things that aren't intimetley connected 
with the important events show that these witnesses here 
Peter and Pavl and William Morton didn't try to tailor 
their testimony to fit each other. 

Remember they said they hadn't talked over their 
testimony with each othe... Peter said, Harry said, 
and Paul said I don't remember whether Mr. Morton was asked. 
But did they try to remember everything? 

You will remember on the cross-examination of Mr. 
Haralambus Mr. Kelly went cer a sheet of paper, a prior 
statement, prior testimony of Haralambus. Mr Mikedes 
said he had testified and prepared and gone over his 
testimony for 20 hours after the Grand Jury testimony. 
He said it took about a hour and a half of preparation 
of testifing in the Grand Jury. Paragraph two you will 
remember when he was asked by Mr. Kelly, he said, you 


know, even now everytime I think about everything, 


everytime I testify I forget somethings. And i remember 


some things that I hadn't remembered before. 
And I ask you, isn't that the normal course of 


fraility of everybodies' memory. 
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Now, let's get back to what the evidence shows in 
this case. 

You will remember Mr. Morton said after he and c 
got back to Washington they went to Mr. Williams’ 
apartment and delivered the cocaine, and then left. 

Meanwhile, back in New York a few days Mr. Durso 


and mr. Fabella came over to Harry's apartment. 


Remember they had already agreed, obviously since the y ae 


price had already been paid for this first quarter-poun 
of cocaine, it was going to be $3375.00. Harry said 
about $3300.00. Mr. Mikedes was a little more precise. 
He remembered $3375.00. Mr. Durso -<- In this meeting 
I am talking about after the cocaine went down to 
Washington, and after he was going get 50% of the profits 
and he let Harry, Peter, and Chris Williams and Bebe 
Morton split up the remaining 50% of the profits anyway 
they wanted to. After that meeting Peter called Chris 
and said, okay, everything is going pretty smoothly. 
Bebe Morton would be back fairly shortly, but a few da 
went by and Mr. Morton doesn't come back with no money 
and no profits. 

Mr. Durso and Mr. Fabella again come to Harry's 
apartment and this time they are a little more impatient. 
As a matter of fact, when he found out that the money 


hadn't come back yet Mr. Durso hit Mr. Mikedes in the face 


with his fist. But, Haralambus is able to smooth things, 
calm things down with Mr. Durso. And it was at that ti 
that they agreed, well, we have got another quarter 

why don't you get that down to Washington, and if that 
is sold, then the profits from that and the other can 
come up with first profit from the first quarter pound, 


okay. And again, what is the first thing that is done 


after anew quantity of coaine is discussed? Durso leaves ~~ 


and Peter calls Chris and he explained that Mr. Williz 
said it is okay. That he will be coming up to New York 

Just by coincidence a little bit later on he gets 
a Call down in Washington from Mr. Morton asking for s 
of the $3,000.00 that Mr. Williams owed to the other 
person down in Washington. 

Mr. Wiliams tells him that he has got some money, 
but that is not for the Washington money, this is the 
money he wants to go to New York with because there is 
another quarter pound available. And he gave him the 
money, I think about $1,000.00. But you remember what 
the amount was. 

So Mr. Morton goes up and stops in Philadelphia 
arranged to buy some pharmaceutical cocaine and goes to 
New York. And you remember he said he remember seeing 
Mr. Williams at Betty Gage's apartment when he got ther 


for just about 10 or 15 minutes and then Chris Williams 


left. 


What did Mr. Williams do in the mean time? 
Remember, Peter Mikedes testified that he was 
contacted by Mr. Williams in New York and he met him at 

John's apartment in upper Manhattan on the westside. 
Amd from John's apartment they went to Western Union 
someplace in Brooklyn, he couldn't ever describe the 
office, remember, he said it was a run down section of 


the city. 


Mr. Williams got the money that had been wired up 


here. They went back to Betty Gage’s apartment and ag 
a minor inconsistency, because Peter, remembered when t ey 
got back to Betty Gage's apartment, not back, but when 
they got there since Peter hadn't been there, that Mr. 
Morton had already arrived. So we have again a little 
inconsistency. We have a chance meeting between Peter 
and Chris Williams who had already had known each other 
And we have an inconsistency of about 10 or 15 minutes 
of time, and that happened over two years ago. I again 
I ask you is that inconsistency important. That is an 
inconsistency that shows that either Mr. Morton or Mr. 
Mikedes is lying,. or is it the normal process of the 
ordinary person's memory, being submerged under days 
weeks and months and years of intervening events; and 


because of the fraility the memory gets jumbled a littl 


A-263 


bit somethings are dropped out and some things perhaps 


come in. 

I submit to you that these inconsistencies 
contrary to showing that they may be lying, tends to 
show that Mr. -Mikedes and Mr. Morton, and Mr. Hacalambus 
and Mr. Durso were telling the truth as best as they 
could remember. And not getting together with each 
other to manufacture a set of entirely consistent and 
, locigal bright sunny package for you to listen to. 

But getting on the stand and telling it the way they 
remember it. 

Mx. Morton stated that he stayed at the apartment 
for a little whiie, and then for several hours he went down 
to Philadelvhia and bought the pharmaceutical cocaine 
and came back and sold id, I believe to Harry 
Hackett and paid off a thousand dollar debt to Rick 
Daniels who was there at Betty Gage's apartment. And 
the money that was left they were still short of about 
a thousand dollars. Mr. Morton called his wife -- By 
the way, another little inconsistency. Remember Peter 
Mikedes had in a prior statement said he thought Mr. 
Morton's wife's name was Connie, or Sandra. And there 
were several questions about it, and, later on he was 
told that it was Connie. Mr. Morton said his wife's name 


is Constance. There again is an inconsistency but not 
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to show that he is lying,, an inconsistency to show tha 
his memory is faulty as to little minor events that 
naturally would drop out of somebody's mind, and may 
return at some time or may never remember it again. 

In any event, Mr. Morton's wife came up and gave 
him the money, and he gives the money to Harry and 
Harry calls Richie and arranged for a second set of a 


quarter pound of cocaine from Mr. Durso. 


Now, about what time did this happen? Nobody kriew 


exactly the date, did they, at least for this time 
period. 

Let‘s try and set it up. Both mr. Harry Haralambu 
and Peter Mikedes remembered that Peter came up Priday 
Or Saturday after Christmas. Mr. Morton remembered tha 
it was just before Christmas — Excuse me, remembered 
that it was just several days after, a few days after 
Christmas, and a little more time, another couple of da 
after he had given the other cocaine, the Washington 
cocaine, that he got a call from his friend at the gas 
station with Mr. Williams, and that puts it again, does 
it not, just about Priday or Thursday after Christmas. 
And the next day was when Chris and Peter Mikedes, and 
Carmen Bonita woke him up early in the morning and they 
drove up to New York. The next days were Saturday and 


Sunday after Christmas was when the money was wired to 


Carmen. Several more days transpired from when Mr. 
Durson and Mr. Pabella came around Harry's house the 
first time, and this put it about New Year's, a day or 
so after New Year's probably, and that was when they 
were fairly well satisfied, that this would be several 
days later which would be probably the week-end, maybe 
Monday or Tueday of the next week. So you are getting 


into January 6, ” and 9. And then a couple of days 


transpired before Chris Williams came up to New Yorke 


And Mr. Morton came up to New York to purchase a second 
quarter pound. 

Now, after Harry gets the second quarter pound fr 
Mr. Durso and it ‘{s not as good as the first, and you 
will remember Mr. Morton saying, well, they had been wait- 
ing so long to get back the money from Chris Williams 
from the first packaye that they would try and get rid 
of it in New York. That they would sell it in New York 
They go up to Harlem, to Pearl's, and they couldn't do 
anything there. And then for several weeks Haralambus 
and Morton try to sell it, and they sell about half. 
I think Mr. Morton ™*members that about two ounces 
were left that they hadn't sold in New York. Mr. Mikedas 
remembered about an ounce and a half. And finally af 
they couldn't sell it to anybody in New York, Peter 


takes the one and a half or the two ounces down to Mr. 
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Williams, Chris Williams and he gives him $1400.00. 
Peter wires that up -~ Again, that is the reason for 
no receipt. There is no question of receipt. 

Now, we jump from January, possibly early Pebruary 
74, until April. And you will remember Mr. Haralambus 
said in this case Nick Pandas contacted him that Mr. 


Durso wanted to meet him and they went to The Worlds 


Pair Parking Lot. Mr. Durso says taat he is still 


going to trust Harry. He doesn't particularly like 
the way that things are going in Washington, but he 
will front him and will give him on consignment another 
quarter pound of cocaine. And the profit from the sale 
of that plus the other profits would go to pay the debt 
that were still owing to him on the first two packages. 

Remember, Harry goes down to Washington on the 
Metroliner and after he stays a night in Washington and 
sold an ounc., to a man who came to him at the bar. Tha 
he and Peter were driving around Washington enjoying th 
town and just by coincident they run into Mr. Williams. 
And at that time Chris Williams was introduced to Harry 
as C.W. 

Harry explains the deal from Mr. Durso. That the 
sale of this quarter pound would go and pay off the 
debt from the first two quarter pounds. 


Chria paid the cost price for the cocaine, again, 


short $500.00. 

Mr. Haralambus phoned Mr. Durgo and he is upset. 
Sut then after Harry takes the money back up to New 
York he is not quite that upset. And he talks to Harry 
about another quarter pound that he has available to go 
down to Washington. And they worked on thesame deal. 
But by this time Mr. Haralambus is dealing directly with 
Chris Williams. He doesn't need Peter as a go between 
because they just happen to meet. 

He goes down to Washington. The same sort of thin 


At this time he stays at a friend's hoise. He met 


Chris and they tested it and Chris gives him ome more 


money. And he goes back up to New York and gives the 
money to Mr. Durso. 

And then several other weeks go by or transpired, 
and Mr. Durso again contacts Harry and says this time I 
think we can do it in pounds, a half a kilo quantity. 
And again it is on consignment. Harry tested some co it 
and it was not that good. So, this time, what is the 
first thing Harry does? Instead of Peter, Harry calls 
Chris and says that it is not that good. And Chris says 
well, that there was nothing right now in Washington 
and he could work it out. You know, this is one day 
that we can fix pretty well, can't we, because when you 


take 17 ounces of cccaine, this time he takes it down 
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that is the day that Paul Rudinsky came back from Israe 
June 9, 1974. After he snorted some of the cocaine at 
his friends Varvarga's house Paul drives him to the 
Eastern Airline Shuttle and he goes down to Washington 
and he goes to Chris‘. apartment -~ zxcuse me, he didn' 
go to Chris‘ apartmen!:. Before he went down he called 
Chris on the phone, now, remember he is talking directl 
and arranged with Chris to meet him at the airport. He 
gets picked up at the airport by Chris and he goes to 
Chris’ apartment. Chris said it wasn't that good, but 
had agreed that it was a workable quantity. 

The next day Chris and Harry meet. And here 
another variation on the agreement. Instead of the mon "4 
Chris has forty-five pounds .* marijuana and he agrees 
with Harry that he will take that back to New York to 
sell and for the money he would get that he would pay 


Durso. And Harry agrees. He goes and takes it back 


and he gets about eight or $9,000.00 for it. He takes | 


that over except for the cost that had been $1,000.00 
or around $1700.00, so right away again Mr. Durso is up 
short, this time considerably more money. Harry calls 
Chris and Chris wired up $2,000.00. And this time 
possibly because he is still siort Mr. H-ralambus may 
have decided, too that he didn't want to meet Mr. Durso 


face-to-face with only $2,000.00 and not with eight or 
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$9,900.00. You decide from your facts, because you 
remember at this time he doesn't call Mr. Durso at the 
Midway Bar. He gives the money to his cousin to give 
to Mr. Durso. And Mr. Durso's cousin just happened to 
be there and he remembers not saying the exact amount 
of money. See if you remember this testimony. He said 
it was a fairly large amount of bills running fro 

to hundreds.. And he heard Harry tell him to give itt 
Mr. Durso. 

A few weeks later Haralambus goes down to Washingt 
with Paul Rudinsky, and they goeto Chris’ place. And 
Harry logically asked Chris where is the money and 
Mr. Rudinsky said that he didn't hang around for much 
of the conversation. He remembers a little bit of the 
initial conversation that had to do with money or debts 
or money owing. 

Mr. Haralambus tried to get Chris on the phone 


several times during the summer of '74 and couldn't. 


And if you will remember he said that some time during 


the summer of ‘74 he scrapped up about $500.00 from his 
friends and gave it to Mr. Purse. And finally late in 
the summer of ‘74 Mr. Durso phoned Peter Mikedes and 

he tells Mr. Mikedes that something is going to happen 
to Harry if I don't get my $5,000.00, it is going to be 


your ase too. ‘“nfortunately Mr. Mikedes was talking about 
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$500.00 that he wired up. Remember, he said he was 
trying to back out. He didn't want to get involved, so 
he didn't even use his ow name on the Western Union. 
He used Mr. Haralambus' mother's name in care of Kathy 
Ross. $500.00 came up to New York, and shortly there- 
after Mr. Durso was still owed what, approximately 
$5,000.00 less the $500.00 that Peter Mikedes had sent, 
plus $1,000.00 on top of that, so that is about $4,000.00, 
if you will remember, still being owed. And here instead 
of it being Peter, this time it was not smoothed out too 


much because Harry had several wounds on the side of his 


face and spent nine or ten days in the Hospital. 


Now, what does all of this go to show, and you are 
going to hear Judge Dooling tell you the elements «* the 
crimes that you have to find beyond a reasonable doubt. 

And you remember, I told you in my opening that you 
don't have to find each sepurate bit of evidence beyond a 
reasonable doubt. But what you do have to find is this 
for the first offense, did Mr. Williams possess the 


cocaine? Now, was it cocaine? 


You will also hear Judge Dooling tell you the 
difference between the direct evidence and circumstantial 
evidence. Again, it would be nice, and it would have 
been better if Harry had been double dea’ing, giving 


a little information at the same time dealing on the 


side, because if he had been cooperating with the Drug 
Enforcement they probably would have kept some of the 
cocaine and sent it to the laboratory and we would have 
had a nice chemist to come in and tell you that it was 
cocaine. But what is circumstantial evidence? We do have 
cocaine. We have four packages. You all heard Harry, 
Paul, and Peter and Morton say that they all knew how to 
test cocaine. They could all tell the quality of the 
cocaine by the test they used. And they also used -- 
Remember this distinctly the relevant quality of the 
different packages of cocaine. 


Mr. Williams knows cocaine. What do we know about 


The knowledge that he had. You heard Mr. Morton say as early 
as the summer of '73 Mr. Williams tried to get rid of 

some cocaine for one of Mr. Morton's friends, and he 

couldn't do it. 

In December ‘73 before Christmas, a gas station 
employee in Washington had cocaine. So I think you can 
infer from that that Mr. Williams had some prior knowledge 
about the cocaine. And that when he got the various 
packages of cocaine in Washington he snorted it. He did 
little tests. He didn't do the full blow tests that were 
done in New York. He didn't burn it. He didn't drop it 


in Clorox. He didn’ do anything like that. But you 


that? Now, we talk about the state of mind of Mr. Williams. , 
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remember the very last package, the one pound f£ cocaine 


remembex: the 17 ounces minus the ounce that was sold 
at the bar by Harry, he and a friend Tom looked at it an 
it was not really that good, but it was workab.e. 

Isn't that sufficient knowledge to know what you 
are getting? 

Pinally, regarding the first two Counts, again goin 
to an agreement of a conspiracy which I am going to get 


with the intent to distribute.

Pirst of all, you can tell something from the amoun 
he got. And let's compare personal use as against 
Gistribution for sale. 

You will remember that the very first time that 
Mr. Haralambus got a sample, a very small sample from 
Mr. Durso, and Peter Mikedes, Carmen Bonita and William 
Morton were all able only to test , to snort some of it 


and have a good time there that afternoon. 


The sample in June, June 19, Paul Rudinsky got, 


again, a sample, but not the 17 ounces. The sample was 
tested. Remember Paul Rudinsky said it was tested and 
there were Paul, Harry, dean, and Varvargas and you 
remember that there was someone else there. And again 
there was more than enough in that ounce to use and to 
test. 


So I think it is fair to infer that one ounce isn't 
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going to iast more than just a bit of time. 

What did Mr. Williams get late in the December, '73 
He got a quarter pound. A couple of weeks he got one 
and half or two ounces. Abou hthe middle of April he 
gets a quarter this time. Some time in May he gets a 
quarter pound. And on June 19 he gets a pound, or 17 
ounces. 

Was it all for his personal use2 

He got and you will remember from the very begérinin 
it was explained to him what the dea? was going to cost 
$3375.00 for a quarter pound and split the profits. mr. 
Durso would get 50 percent of the profits. They figured 
about $1700.00. And mr. Wi.tliams, Mr. Haralambus, Mr. 
Morton, and Mr. Mikedes would sp.it the other profits. 

I submit to you, Ladies and Gentlemen, that you 
can't get any profits when you are using it yourself. 
You only get profits when you sell it. 

Pinally, he never paid as much as he was supposed 
pay. 

Aiter The World's Fair meeting when Harry took 
down the quarter pound, he got seven or $8,000.00 from 
Mr. Williams. The second trip in May he gets eight or 
$9,000.00. And finally June 19, or June 20 that instead 
of the cash that was bargained for he gets 45 pound of 


marijuana. And very shortly thereaiter he wired up 


$2,000.00. 

I suimit there is enough, more than enough evidence 
to show that he intended to distribute and that he did sell 
and distribute it, 

And that is what you will find in the first two 
counts of the conspiracy. And what you have to find 
basically at this time is that Mr. Williams knowingly 
agreed to conspire with someone else to distribute the 


cocaine or possessed it with the intent to distribute. 


I submit from what ~ have already told you, you can 


find more than eough evidence to show that there was an 
agreement. 

Let's just see a little bit more of the evidence. 
Exactly how Mr. Williams was in agreement. 

First of all, there is no evidence that Mr. William 
knew Mr. Durso. 

There was no evidence that Mr. Durso ever knew who 
Mr. Williams was. But when you are dealing in cocaine, and 
when you are dealing with illegal drugs do you want to know 
who everybody is? Do you want to know who the ultimate 
source is? Isn't it dbetcer to deal on the one-to-one basis 
so that if somebody goes and cooperates with the police or 
gets arrested that you are two sets removed from him and he 
can't turn you in. He can't tell the police or the drug 


agents who you are? 
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As amatter of fact, Mr. Haralambus didn'tknow who 
Mr. Williams was until the Spring of '74, did he? 

I would imagine that if he wanted to look at the 
phone when Peter wags making the phone call, and if he 
had access to a Washington, D.C. phone book he might hav 
been able to remember the number and figure it out that 
way. Who Mr. Williams, or C.W. was. 


But it was only by happen stance that when Peter and 


Harry were driving around Georgetown they saw Mr. Willd 


in his Chevrolet Stationwagon. And it was then that Mr. 
Haralambus started dealing directly with Mr. Williams. 
Now they knew each other and they could cut Peter Mikede 
out and deal directly with each other. 

I submit, Ladies and Gentlemen that when you review 
all of this evidence, and when you review ‘n light of 
your common sense, please don't take that away from you; 
find beyond a reasonable doubt that Mr. Williams was not 
only sufficiently connected with the quarter pound of 
cocaine that came down from New York in December, the 
quarter pound of cocaine that came down in January, '74; 
that he was knowingly and willingly, and perhaps since 
Mx. Durso never got any profits, he was the most profi 
partner of the conspiracy to distribute betweer a pound 
and a quarter, and a pound and half of cocaine in a 


span of about six months.

You are nc. free, 
nor am I, to substitute our private judgments as to wha 
the law should be for what the law in fact is. 

You have been sworn as jurors well and truly to t 
this case and to render a true verdict. You must there 
fore exclude from your deliberations all bias and preju 
You must not permit yourselves to be governed by sympat 
or any other considerations not founded in the evidence 
and these instructions on the law.

fails to prove beyond a reasonable doubt any one or more 


or all of the essential elements of the charge, then 
you must acquit the defendant on Court 1. 

The essential elements of Counts 2, 3, and 5 ate 
same as tose of Count 1. Each of these Counts charges 
the defendant with both distribution of cocaine and 
possession of cocaine with intent to distribute. 


Count 1 relates to the period between December 25, 
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1973 and January 5, 1974. Count 2 involves the period 
of time between January 14, 1974 and Pebruary 15, 1974. 
Count 2reads as follows:

Count 6 of the indictment chatges that the defendan 
conspired in violation of Title 21, United States Code, 
Section 846,to poesess with intent to distribute cocaine 
in violation of Title 21 U.S.C., Section 841(a) (1).

Conspiracy is an offense separate from the commission 
of any offenses that may have been committed pursuant 
to the conspiracy. That is because the formation of a 
conspiracy, of a partnerhsip in criminal purposes, is 
and of itself pronounced a crime by the statute. A 
conspiracy is a combination or agreement of two or more 


persons to accomplish an unlawful purpose by their 
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concerted actions. The essence of the charge of 
conspiracy is an understanding among two or more person 
that they will act together to accomplish a common 
objective which they know is unlawful, The understanding 
does not have to be formal or express one. The 
understanding essentiai to the finding of a conepiracy 
exists if by whatever means, *acit or outspoken, the 
alleged mem. ars of the alleged conspiracy have arranged 
to unite their several efforts to accomplish a commeri 
object thatthey know is unlawful. 


Before you may find that a defendant, or any other 


person, has become a member of a conspiracy, the evid 3 


conspiracy was formed, and that the defendant, or other 
person who is claimed to have become a member, helped 


to carry the plan forward knowing the principal terms 


in the case must show beyond a reasonable doubt that | 


of the plan and that it was unlawful and having the intent 

to advance or further some object of the conspiracy. | 
One who so joins an existing conspiracy is charged 

with the same responsiblity as if he had been one of th 

originators or instigators of the conspiracy. It isn 

necessary that all of the named conspirators become suc 

at the sa... time nor is it necessary that they all continue 


in the conspiracy until it ends. 


The essential elements of the charge of Count 6 
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all of which the Governmen® must prove against the defendant 
beyond a reasonable doubt or else you must acquit the 
defendant on Count 6 are the following: 

First, that the defendant conspired with the others named 

in the Count that one or more or all of them should 

possess with intent to deliver and should deliver cocaine 
to another or to others; 

Second, that the defendant understood that the 
substance so to be delivered was cocaine; and

Such second hand testim 
not competent to’ prove that defendant conspired wi 
others. However, if there is competent evidence which 
you accept as true, that the defendant did become a 
conspirator, then he is responsible for all the acts 

done and words spoken by the other conspirators in

Proof beyond a reasonable doubt is not proof to 
absolute certainty. Few things in life can be sO provad. 


Proof beyond a reasonable doubt is such proof as you id 


be willing to rely and act upon in the most important af 


your own affairs. If, after carefully weighing all th 
evidence you have an abiding conviction of the truth o 
the charge such that you feel conscientiously bound to 
act upon it, then you would be free from reasonable 
doubt. If, however, after weighing all the evidence, 
you: have: sucha doubt as would cause prudent men to 
hesitate before acting in matters of importance to 
themselves, such a doubt would be a reasonable doubt. 
That doas not mean that each bit of the Governmen °s 


evidence must be found by you to be true beyond a 


reasonable doubt. It means rather that in sum

A reasonable doubt may @rise not only from the 
evidence produced, but also form the lack of evidence.

Government to prove any essential element of the charge. P 
: A defendant may rely too on evidence brought out on_his 


cross-examination of witnesses called by the Government.

. The law does not impose on a defendant the burden or 

™ duty of producing any evidence. 

- Under our law a defendant has a constitutional right to 
z " remain silent. No inference to the defendant can be 

" drawn from that fact. Your deliberations accordingly 
a ’ must exclude ccasideration of or reference to the matter 


and must concern itself solely with the evidence before 
you. 

A defendzent is presumed to be innocent and that 
presumption accompanies him throughout the trial. It 


continues unless you are satisfied on all the evidence 


the Government has proved defendant's guilt beyond a 


reasonable doubt. 


X will not cvrmurize the evidence. 


You have heard four witnesses, to name them in the 


order in which they testified: Harry Haralembus, Peter 


Mikedes, Paul Rudinsky and William Morton. 

On2 exhibit has been received in evidence. 

I have said that you must decide the case on the 
evidence. 

The evidence is the testimony of these witnesses 
and the exhibit received in evidence. 

Statements and arguments of Counsel and answers 
stricken from the record are not evidence. ge 

The evidence includes, of course, what is brought 
out on cross-examination as well as what is testified 
under direct examination. 

Your verdict must be based on the evidence. But 
you consideration of the evidence you are not limited t 
the bare words of the witnesses and the bald facts that 
you find have been proved. The evidence includes the 
inferences reasonably to be drawn from the testimony 
which you hear and the facts which you find have been 
proved. 

There are two types of evidence from which you may 
lawfully find that a fact has been proven. One is direct 
evidence, such as the testimony of an eyewitness to his 
observations of the facts to be proved. The other is 
circumstantial evidence, the proof of facts and 


circumstances which rationally imply the existence or 
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non-existence of some other fact because such other 
fact usually and reasonably follows according to the 
common experience of mankind. Thus, if you see people 
coming into a building shaking out dripping umbrellas, 
and others, about to gd out-of-doors, turning back 
toward their offices, you infer from these circumstance 
that it is raining outside. or, while you can see from 
your window that the sky is full of clouds and the 
streets are wet, you. see also that passing cars are 
not using their windshield wipers and passerbys we 
carrying their umbrellas folded under their arms; you 
infer from those circumstances that it is not raining. 

As a general rule the law makes no distinction 
between direct and circumstantial evidence. If the 
evidence, as here, is in part indirect and circumstantial, 
then you apply to it, along with all the other evidence 
the same standard of proof: it must, taken with the 
evidence, satisfy you of the defendant's guilt, beyond 
a reasonable doubt, or else you must acquit. 

You are the sole judges of the credibility of the 
witnesses. 

The motives and state of mind of each witness as ey 
appear to you and the circumstances and inducements 


under which the witness testified ate to be taken into 


account. Consider any relation ‘each witness may 
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bear to either side of the case and the manner in whic. 
the verdict might affect him. 

You may consider the appearance and manner of each 
witness on the witness stand, the witness’ apparent 
candor or lack of it, and the character of the 
testimony given, whether the testimony contains 
inconsistencies or discrepancies, whether it is 
intrinsically credible or seems to you in whole or part 


improbable, and whether it conflicts with other teésti 


or is consistent with other testimony in the case. 


In weighing the effect of conflict or discrepancy 
consider whether it pertains to a matter of importance 
or to unimportant details and whether it seems to you t 
result from innocent error or from falsehood. If you 
find a witness has been mistaken or untruthful, in all 
or inpart of the testimony given, then you ay give the 
testimony of that witness such credit, if any, as you 
think it deserves in the light of the nature and extent 
of the defects that you find in it. 

Evidence that at an warlier time a witness made 
@ statement inconsistent with or contradictory of that 
witness’ testimony here in your presence justifies you 
in rejecting the testimony given before you on that 
point but does not require you to reject the testimony. 


You must decide in the light of the inconsistency and 
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all the other factors bearing on the credibility of the 


testimony whether you do or not accept it as true. you 

do not, however, take the earlier statement as establishing 
the faecs; rather, you treat it as at most nullifying 

the testimony given here in Court. 

If you conclude that a witness has kn wingly 
testified falsely concerning any material matter, you 
have a right to distrust that witness' testimony in 
other particulars. you may reject all the witness’ 
testimony or give it or par*s of it the credence you 
think it deserves. 

in considering the credibility of a witness you 
may take into account the fact that he has been 
previously convicted of a crime or crimes. you may 
also take into account evidence that a witness has admitted 
the commission of other acts that were in violation of 
the law. 

You may conclude that the testimony of Harry 
Haralambus, Peter Mikedes, Paul Rudinsky and Williams 
Morton, if accepted by you would make him an accomplice 
in the commission of one or more of crimes. An 
accomplice is one who joins ancther in the commissions 
of a crime valuntary and with common purpose. An 
accomplice Coes not become incompetent as a witness 


because of his participation in the criminal acts 
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charged. On the contrary, if the only evidence on some! or 
all of the essential elements of any “ vant is the 
testimony of an accomplice, it may still be of 
sufficient weight, if you believe it, to ascertain a vetdict 
of guilty without corroboration in or support of other 
evicence. et bear in mind that accomplice testimony 
is to be received with caution and weighed with care. 

You should not convict on unsupported accomplice 
testimony unless you believe that testimony beyond” 
@ reasonable doubt. 

I have sought not to comment on the evidence or to 
give any impression as to my own view, if I have one, 
of the relative weight of the evidence, if x have done 
80, however, you may disregard it entirely for you are 
the sole judges of the facts. 

Prom time to time in the course of the trial 
objections have been made and rulings on evidence given 
Draw no inferences from the comparative frequency of 
objections of one or the other side or from the 


comparative record in having objections sustained. 


Where an objection to @ questi.- has been sustained, ; 


Gisregard the question and draw no inferences from its 
wording about the answer that might have been given. 
Where an objection is overruled, evidence then received 


has no special weight just because unsuccessfully 


objected to. 

Your verdict must be unanimous, 

It is your duty as jurors to consult with one 
another and to deliberate with a view to reaching a 
agreement if you can do so without doing violence to 


individual 4udgement. Each of you must docide the case 


for yourseir but do so only after an impartial considerptior 


of the evidence with your fellow jurors. In the course 
of you deliberations do not hesitate to reexamine your 
own views and chenge your opinion if convinced it is 
erroneous. Your task is one of conscience, and pride 
Opinion has no place in matters of conscience. But do 
not surrender your honest corviction as to the weight 
or effort of evidence solely because of the Opinion of 
your fellow jurors or for the mere purpose of returnin 
a verdict. 

The form of your verdict, which must be given - 
separately on each Count is simple. Your verdict must 
be either guilty or not guilty, and it wwst be given 
separately for each Count. It must be a unanimous verdict 
On each Count. Your verdict need not be the same on 
all Counts. 

Your verdict on eech Count will be delivered 
orally here in Court by your foreman in rectponse to 


questions which the Deputy Clerk of Court will address 


to hin. 

You are not partisans ~- you are judges ~ judges o 
the facts. Your sole interest is to asc -tain the 
truth from the evidence jn the case. 

When you have reached a verdict and are ready to 
report, simply advise the Marshall that you have reach 
a verdict without disclosing Orally or in writing what 
your verdict is.
